De-escalation 
of War Asked 
by Senators 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Eight 


Republican congressmen pro* 
posed today a unilateral diplo- 
matic initiative by the United 
States for a step-by-step de«es* 
calation of the Vietnam war. 


The group said the United 


States should halt all bombing 
In North Vietnam north of the 
21st Parallel for 60 days. This 
area Includes Hanoi but not the 
port city of Haiphong* 


If North Vietnam responded 


with a de-escalation move of its 
own within 60 days, the United 
States would then halt bombing 
north of the 20th Parallel for a 
60-day 
period—and so forth 


through five steps. 


"Assuming that both sides 


would respond in turn in this de- 
escalatory process, both the 
U.S. bombing of the North and 
the North Vietnamese infiltra- 
tion into the South could come 
to an end," the Republican con- 
gressmen said. 


Otherwise, they added, the 


U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam 


would continue. 


The proposal was outlined In a 


statement preparea for a news 
conference. 


Rep. F. Bradford Morse of 


Massachusetts, spokesman for 
the group, said If this plan of 
small steps were successful, "a 
spirit 
of 
confidence might 


emerge" 
between the United 


States and Hanoi which could 
lead to peace negotiations, a 
similar staged de-escalation in 
South Vietnam or both. 


"By halting the bombing in 


stages, by starting the cessation 
in northern North Vietnam and 
gradually working southward, 
and by tying each successive 
stage to equivalent North Viet- 
namese reductions in its support 
operations to the South, the plan 
minimizes the military risks of 
the United States," Morse said. 


Morse said the plan was not 


put forward as a panacea for 
settling the Vietnam war but 
seemed to offer more promise 
than the present war policy of 
the Johnson administration or 
the alternatives suggested by 
either those who oppose the war 
or those who want it stepped up. 


Morse said he submitted the 


proposal to the administration 
some time ago but got no re-

Violence 
Hits Iowa, 
Five Injured 


WATERLOO, Iowa (AP) - 


Unrest among Negroes in this 
northeastern Iowa community, 
simmering for two days, explod» 
ed in ft wave of violence late 
Sunday night. 


It took 60 city policemen, 


backed up by a dozen highway 
patrolmen, about three hours to 
break up rampaging gangs in 
the City's predominantly Negro 
North End business district. 
Several persons were injured, 
Including five cut by flying 
glass when passing cars were 
pelted with rocks. The five, two 
Negroes and three whites, were 
treated 
at 
a 
hospital and 


released. 


Three arrests were made. 
Police said gangs of Negroes, 


including some women, looted 
several 
stores 
along East 


Fourth Street. Two parked cars 
were overturned. 


Store display windows were 


smashed. Firemen 
answered 


several alarms to extinguish 
small blazes set at the height of 
the disturbance. 


Several 
hundred 
persons, 


most of them Negroes, thronged 
the streets. Police Chief Robert 
Wright said the hard core of 
troublemakers numbered about 
100, most of them what he 
called "young hoods." 


Police cordoned off an area 


about four blocks square and 
moved in to disperse the rock- 
throwing gangs. The Negroes 
broke 
up into smaller and 


smaller groups, finally drifting 
home in the early morning 
hours. 


Chief Wright said there had 


been minor disturbances in the 
Negro area Friday and Satur- 
day nights, and authorities had 
been expecting more trouble. 


Wright said the weekend of 


v i o l e n c e 
apparently was 


touched off with the arrest Fri- 
day night of a Negro accused of 
assaulting a white man. 


Dr. Warren Nash, a Negro 


physician and one of those who 
tried to stop the disturbance 
before 
it got out of hand, 


said Negro dissatisfaction in 
Waterloo is caused by "The us^ 
ual things, housing, employment, 
right down the line." 


Waterloo, which has about 6,- 


000 Negroes in its population of 
about 75,000, experienced some 
rock throwing and angry talk 
last year when a Negro hanged 
himself in a city Jail cell. 


The company announced that 


it was launching an investiga- 
tion of the accident.

University of Arkansas at Lit- 
tle Rock, pending "necessary 
legislative action," will become 
a reality apparently no sooner 
than the first of the year. 


The 
merger 
announcement 


was made after the Little Rock 
University Board of Trustees 
approved "in substance" an 
agreement previously approved 
by the university board. 


D. P. Raney of Little Rock, 


the chairman of the University 
of Arkansas board of trustees, 
and E. Grainger Williams of 
Little Rock, chairman of the 
board of trustees at LRU, said 
in their 
joint announcement 


Saturday that the decision to 
merge was reached after two 
years of In-depth studies by both 
Institutions. 


The statement said faculty 


and staff contracts at LRU wiU 
be comparable to those of the 
Fayetteville campus. The state- 
ment also said salaries at LfcU 
are to be brought in line with 
the UA "as soon as possible." 


The merger should be a step 


forward In the progress of high- 
er education in Arkansas, Wil- 
liams and Raney agreed. 


"The boards further believe

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
University of Michigan's Gradu- 
ate School of Business Adminis- 
tration polled 432 businessmen 
on who is the country's greatest 
living business executive. They 
picked Secretary 
of Defense 


Robert S. McNamara. 


He used to be president of the 


Ford Motor Co. and he has a 
brain like a computer. Every- 
body says so. He can rattle off 
any time an astonishing list of 
facts and figures. 


He sometimes oversells him- 


self, as on some of his trips to 
Vietnam when he came back 
saying things were looking up, 
and 
then things got worse, 


which could be interpreted as 
meaning sometimes he needs 
new glasses. 


But he has streamlined the 


Defense 
Department. 
And 


there's no doubt it's McNamara, 
not the generals, who runs the 
place, about the first time a ci- 
vilian has ever been able to do 
that. 
. 


Shortly he will return from his 


ninth trip to Vietnam in six 
years, an inspection trip in 
keeping with his present line of 
work, which is quite different 
from trying to figure out the 
prospects for the new 1968 mod- 
el hardtop. 


Never in his life did he run 


into the kind of competition en- 
countered 
in Vietnam. Over 


there It is not computers but 
bombs and bullets which tally 
profits and losses. Dollar signs 
don't count. 


Now about 465,000 Americans 


are engaged in the war with the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet- 
namese, or 31 times the 15,000 
U.S. troops who were there 
three years ago. But a strange 
thing happened. 


While we kept pouring in 


more men, so did the enemy. 
They seem to have an inexhaus- 
tible supply. But it costs North 
Vietnam a lot less to fight a 
war. 


And the Soviets have supplied 


North Vietnam with weapons, 
some of them very good, which, 
from a business view, makes 
North Vietnam look like a So- 
viet distributor. 


McNamara has conferred at 


length In Saigon with the Ameri- 
can commander, Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland, who wants 
still more men, possibly 100,000 
to 140,000 men. 


As any good 
businessman 


would, McNamara has probed 
and pressed to know if the best 
possible use is being made of 
the men already there. When he 
returns he will report his rec- 
ommendations, for or against, 
to President Johnson. 


Westmoreland said last week; 
"We are slowly but steadily 


winning," This Indicated some 
progress, for when McNamara 
returned from Vietnam in 1965 
he said the Communists were 
tripling their rate of infiltration 
but "we have stopped losing,"

When a baby is born the 


doctor ties, then cuts, the um- 
bilical cord, applies a sterile 
covering and then, in most 
cases, doesn't give it a second 
thought. Now Dr. Solnitzky at 
Georgetown 
University 
in 


Washington has announced 
that a closer inspection of the 
severed cord may give im- 
portant clues to possible con- 
genital defects. On the cut 
surface of the normal cord 
two arteries and one vein are 
plainly visible but on about 
one per cent of cords only one 
artery and vein are seen. 


When this is the case a 


careful search for birth de- 
fects should be made because 
early 
recognition leads to 


prompt application of correc- 
tive measures. The earlier 
such measures are started the 
better the final results. Often 
the defects present in these 
infants involve the intestines 
or the urinary tract and can- 
not be detected without spe- 
cial tests. 
The correction is usually 


surgical and may mean the 
difference between life and 
death for the infant. The cause 
of this defect is believed to be 
inadequacy of the supply of 
blood delivered through the 
cord, but the cause of the 
cord defect is not known. It 
can be safely stated, however, 
that it is not hereditary. 


Q—My son, 3, has alopecia 


areata. What is the cause and 
how long will it take for his 
hair to grow back? 


A—The cause of spotty loss 


of hair (alopecia areata) is 
unknown but it is seen most 
often in highly nervous chil- 
dren with finicky appetites. 
Before a diagnosis of this dis- 
ease is made it is necessary to 
.rule out ringworm, of the 
scalp. The loss of hair is per- 
manent in a small percentage 
of children but in most it per- 
sists for several months and 
then the hair gradually re- 
turns. The treatment is unsat- 


isfactory. 
When 
the 
hair 


comes back it does so spon- 
taneously and not because of 
any treatment used. 


Q—My daughter, 
9, 
has 


hair growing on her upper 
lip and is very hairy in other 
places. Is there anything we 
can do to get rid of it? 


A—If your daughter comes

satory damages and $75,000 in 
punitive damages against Police 
Chief Roy B. Ross, 43; Patrol- 
men Harold Nichols, 26, and Le- 
roy Davis, 38; former Special 
Officer Royce William Flnley, 
38, and the Home Indemnity In- 
surance Co., which wrote the 
police chiefs surety bond. 


An all-male jury found in fav- 


or of the defendants after a two- 
day trial In federal District 
Court at Helena.

Sighted at 
El Dorado 


EL DORADO, Ark. (AP) - 


When he first caught sight of 
i* through Ms binoculars about 
,10:45 p.m. Sunday, Joe McNutt 
of the Federal Aviation Agency 
thought it was an airplane light. 


But this light was continuous, 


rather than blinking, as an air- 
plane light does, he recounted 
later. And suddenly it vanished. 


After that, he said, his office 


at the El Dorado airport, seven 
miles west of here, was flooded 
with calls from others who had 
seen similar unidentified flying 
objects. 


John Ralston, an announcer 


for Radio Station KELD, said 
he, too, received similar re- 
ports. Four were sighted travel- 
ing north .to south, two from 
west to east and two from east 
to west, he said. 


McNutt and those who called 


both him and Ralston described 
the objects as reddish-orange 
on the top and silver on the 
bottom. 
They were several 


times larger than stars, they 
said, and they traveled on hori- 
zontal planes, rather than fall- 
ing downward, as does a mete- 
or. 


All said the objects "just dis- 


appeared" after being visible 
for about a minute.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

gress returned from a 10-day 
recess today facing the prospect 
of staying in session until well 
into autumn if it is going to 
clean up the work laid out for it. 


All the problems put aside for 


the third long congressional ho- 
liday of the year were still wait- 
ing to be solved and a new and 
tougher one is likely to be added 
—a request for a tax increase. 


Despite claims of Democratic 


leaders that the first six months 
of the session produced signifi- 
cant achievements, little that 
was not tied to the Vietnam war 
was accomplished and the bulk 
of President Johnson's program 
is still to be voted on. 


Neither the House nor Senate 


planned to deal with major bills 
until later in the week. 


In the House, a bill aimed at 


curbing riots is to be taken up 
Thursday and Its overwhelming 
approval is expected. The Sen- 
ate should get to a truth-in-lend- 
ing bill during the week after 
disposing of bills authorizing 
funds for the Atomic Energy 
Commission and appropriating 
money to run Congress. 


The truth-in-lending bill, final- 


ly making it to the floor after 
six years of battling in commit- 
tee, would require the disclo- 
sure of the true annual interest 
rate and the total interest in 
dollars on all consumer debt 
transactions. The House hasn't 
even held hearings on it. 


little other major legislation 


is ready for floor action. The 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which was expected to 
bring out a Social Security revi- 
sion bill last month, is talking 
now of needing two or three 
more weeks to work on it. The 
Senate won't begin hearings on 
it until the House passes it. 


Hearings are still under way 


in the House on the. administra- 
tion's antipoverty program and 
will probably last all month. 
The Senate has yet to begin 
hearings 
on a 
House-passed 


school aid bill. 


Johnson's 
requests for an 


$825-million increase in postal 
rates and a $k per cent pay 
raise for government workers 
are still in committee and not 
likely to emerge before the end 
of July. His bill to beef up local

should reach the House floor 
soon. 


One pressing problem to be 


dealt with is a bill to head off a 
threatened

House and Senate conferees 


held three fruitless sessions just 
before the recess in an attempt 
to reconcile differences in bills 
passed by each body.
